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By Decision and Order No. 14827, filed on August 1,
1996, the commission granted J D SERVICES, INC., dba
AMERICAN FREEDOM NETWORK, a certificate of authority (COA) to
operate as a reseller of intrastate telecommunications services.
J D Services, Inc. was issued COA-0005 by the commission.

By 1letter dated February 18, 2003, the commission
instructed J D Services, Inc. to promptly submit its delinquent:
(1) annual financial report for 2001; and (2) public utility fees
for July and December 2002. By letter dated February 25, 2003,
the bankruptcy trustee advised the commission as follows:

I am the duly appointed Chapter 7 trustee for the
above referenced bankruptcy estate. This letter is to
advise vyou that the above-captioned business filed
bankruptcy on August 24, 2000, under Chapter 11 of the
United States Bankruptcy Code and on September 21,
2000, was converted to a case under Chapter 7.
Consequently, as of August 24, 2000, J D Services Inc.
ceased its business operations and has no employees.
Under the circumstances, the commission will treat the

bankruptcy trustee's response as a request to voluntarily

surrender J D Services, Inc.'s COA.



Upon review, the commission finds: (1) good cause to
approve the proposed surrender of J D Services, Inc.'s COA, in
light of its Dbankruptcy and dissolution; and (2) that the
voluntarily surrender of J D Services, Inc.'s COA, in lieu of
revocation, is reasonable. In addition, the commission will
waive as inapplicable, the customer notification requirement set

forth in Hawaii Administrative Rules § 6-80-123.

THE COMMISSION ORDERS:

1. J D Services, Inc.'s request to surrender its COA to
operate as a reseller of intrastate telecommunications services
is granted, effective from4the date of this order. J D Services,
Inc., or its designee, shall promptly return COA-0005 to the
commission.
